“Truth in 
Advertising” legislation of va: 
gated hue is being widely spon- 
sored. 

It is significant that the two 
таій enterprises concerned 
with advertising are yet con- 
cerned about the idea of keep- 
ing advertising truthful. Re- 
tailers and newspapers are the 
nation’s major advertisers and 
the most widely used medium. 
Retailers and newspapers wel- 
come any effort to keep adver- 
tising honest. 


Both of these local busitcs- 
ses operate under the assump- 
tion that advertising must be 
truthful. Both the newspaper 
and the local retailer lose when 
advertising is misleading. 


No newspaper publisher is 
so naive that he believes his 
friends and neighbors will 
maintain trust in a newspaper 
which knowingly prints false- 
hoods Every retailer knows that 
he can be held to account for 
dishonest claims in printed ad- 
vertising. 

„Printed advertising is a per- 
manent record of promises. 
The retailer knows Ошу too 
well that the consumer is like- 
ly to bring a newspaper adver- 
tisement with him to check on 
specific promises. The publish? 
er knows that the public and 
the law holds him responsible 
for everything he prints. 


Of course misleading adver- 
tising éxists. И is nearly al- 
ways found in media which 
can not be checked for proof 
or held accountable locally. It 
may be found in broadcast 
media‘ and in non-local print- 
ed matter, However, When 
appears in local newspaper 
advertising, misleading adver- 
tising is an oversight or and 
accident. 


The local newspaper and the 
retailer are eager to learn of 
misleading advertising.

The Farm Front 


By Doyle Conner, 
Commissioner of Agriculture 

According to а recent sur- 
vey by the Urban Land In- 
stitute, Florida is expected to 
have a population of seven and 
one-half million people by 
1975. 

By the end of this century, 
our population is expected to 
nearly double to an expected 
14 million. 

The Florida region, experts 
say, will become one of the 
three major urban zones by the 
year 2000. 

As Commissioner of Agri- 
culture-for a state which is ra- 
pidly assuming a more import- 
ant role in the “production of 
food “for a hungry world, I 
find these predictions very dis- 
turbing. 

As our agricultural produc- 
tion increases to meet the pre- 
dicted rising demand, so will 
the need for an almost unli- 
mited supply of clean water 
increase. 

Florida has one of the high- 
est rates of pollution of any 
state in the union. 

Like our sister 49 states, 
Florida has submitted water 
quality standards to the fed- 
eral government, “in accord- 
ance with the 1965 federal 
Water Quality Act. 

The goal of water quality 
management is to provide the 
optimum use of our waters for 
human consumption, recrea- 
tion, industry, agriculture, the 
propogation of fish and wild- 
life and for other beneficial 
and legitimate purposes. 

There is no alternative to 
pollution control water, if 
Florida agriculture is to meet 
its responsibilities in the over- 
all scheme of world food pro- 
duction. 

We must have a clean, un- 
adulterated supply of water, if 
we are to reach this goal and 
maintain today’s high standard 
of living, as well as meet the 
essential needs of a healthy en- 
vironment for the future. 

Florida is growing more ra- 
pidly than any state in the na- 
tion. We are now the ninth 
most populous state, with 
nearly six million residents.

levels, conservation experts in- 
sist. It is the local problems, 
which have little relation to 
the national picture can be a 
major factor in causing tem- 
porary shortages. 

At the present time. for ex- 
ample, Southern Florida is ex- 
periencing low water tables, 
although it continues to have 
some of the heaviest rainfall 
in the nation.

in politics, too. Some local 
water boards are hesitant — 
and some downright refuse— 
to suggest legislation that 
would mean raising local taxes 
to clean up their systems. 

Yet, more and more, our 
beautiful rivers and lakes are 
being polluted bv | industrial 
wastes and our forèst lands 
and foliage destroyed through 
carelessness. 

Taking a negative approach. 
federal officials sav this is 
something that drought helos 
to cure. If a revional water 
shortage occurs, the public will 
grumble. then put up with 
temoorary water restrictions 
as best it can. 

But, if опе town cannot get 
water, while- as meighboring 
town has a supply, then pub- 
lic outrage is instantaneous and 
action generally follows. 

Last spring, South Florida 
experienced its worst drought 
in 20 years. The drought was 
brought on by what weather 
experts cited as “a deficiency 
in the amount of rainfall in 
central and south Florida dyr- 
ing the past several years.” 

No matter what the cause, 
the lack of water resulted in 
losses of several hundreds of 
head of cattle and millions of» 
dollars to cattle producers. 

Citrus plantings also were 
séverely damaged іп the 
drought area, as were other 
fruits and vegetables. 

During this same period, the 
nation’s wheat belt barely es- 
caped disaster, when struck by 
drought and a spring freeze. 
which laid bare 13 million 
acres and destroyed 20 per- 
cent of the nation's winter 
wheat crop seeded last year. 

Programs of good water 
management could have gone 
a long way in preventing these 
crippling losses to our agri- 
culture. 

On a national scale, we are 
expected to use more than 
325 billion gallons of water a 
day this year. By 1980, the a- 
mount is expected to increase 
to about 600 billion gallons 
daily and by the year 2000, 
probably more than 900 bil- 
lion gallons. 

Agriculture will account for 
much of the total usage, most- 
ly for consumption by live- 
stock, in processing foods and 
for irrigation purposes. 

In Florida, the Citrus indus- 
try alone uses an estimated a- 
verage of 122 billion gallons 
of water each year. 

This is the amount for in- 
tensive irrigation of only one- 
half the state's total. of 750.- 
000 acres of citrus grovelands. 

In Polk County alone 
which last season 
more citrus than 
state sof California 
irrieation takes place six times 
each year and consumes 24 
billion, 438 million, 600 thou- 
sand gallons of water.

The United States cannot 
afford the men and material to fight another “li- 
mited” war ín the far east, so our only alternative 
is an all out nuclear war that wouldywipe out the 
human race. 


Why is it that we are so short of alternatives 
when we are being blackmailed by a small com- 
munist country like North Korea? The reasons 
for this are simple, we have for several years been 
led to believe that we were winning in Vietnam, 
and that we could save milllons by cutting back our 
reserves, by limiting the military on their spending 
and by basing our strategy on our Atomic arms 
stockpile.

Okeechobee water into the 
Conservation Areas. This plas 
was approved by the. FCD 
Board Friday. 

Stopping the flow of water 
southward {тот Lake. Okee- 
chobee should help farming in- 
terests by conserving more wat. 
er, Padrick said. At the same 2 
time, the National Park should” 
be helped by. the cutback of 
flow from 150 to 100 cubic 
feet per second at spillways ir 
Tamiami Trail, because this 
will make possible more pro- 
longed releases of water inte 
the Park this spring.

emergency bills in the Florida 
House of Representatives 
toughening the present laws re- 
lating to LSD and riots. Both 
bills have been referred to 
the powerful House Rules 
Committee, whose chairman is 
Democrat E. С. Rowell of 
Wildwood and whose vice- 
chairman is Democrat Mur- 
тау Dubbin of Miami; of the 
24 members of this committee 
only 3 are Republicans. 

Rust's Anti-riot bill would in- 
crease the maximum penalty 
for rioting or enciting or en- 
couraging a riot from two 
years to five years in the State 
„penitentiary. 

Representative Rust LSD 
bill would prohibit the posses- 
sion of LSD and allow the 
Court to sentence anyone found 
in possession, up to two years 
in prison. His bill would also 
increase the present penalty 
from 2 years to S years in 
prison, for the sale'of delivery 
of LSD. At the present ime 
there is no federal or Florida 
law prohibiting the possession 
of LSD.

dent groups and individuals in 
our country. While they have 
made no appreciable headway, 
they are creating such a smoke- 
Screen of harassment and inti- 
midation that enforcement of 
the law is becoming an over- 
whelming burden for many a- 
gencies. 

In some areas, the doctrine 
of dissent is bordering on a 
doctrine of nihilism. Since lo- 
cal law enforcement represents 
the first line of defense of our 
social order, it becomes a pri- 
mary target of those who chal- 
lenge established authority. 
Regardless of the cause they 
Support, many groups seek 
altercations. with local police 
to gain publicity and sympathy. 
Consqeuently, in this rebel- 
Jious climate, law enforcement 
must not only cope with an a- 
larming and increasing crime 
problem but must also defend 
its very existence. 

Currently, there is a move 
to have Federal courts take 
over certain local police de- 
partments and supervise their 
Operations. According to this 
ridiculous plan, the courts 
would place a police. depart- 
ment in receivership and ap- 
point a special “master” with 
full administrative powers over 
its affairs.
